This the first annual report by your superintendent, 
covers the year ending August 31, 1920,and includes or- 
ganization and attendance, instruction, extension activi- 
ties, buildings and equipment. 


Organization and Attendance 


Three rural schools including grades from the first 
to the eighth inclusive were maintained for thirty-six 
weeks. Particularly unfortunate for the continuity of 
the classroom work was the number of necessary 
changes in teachers in two of these schools. ‘The fol- 
lowing is a complete list of the regular teachers em- 
ployed.

Instruction 


Particular attention was given in the first four 
grades to the subject of reading. The ability to read 
readily and comprehendingly is the key to promotion in 
these grades and is essential to the enjoyment and pro- 
fit derived by the child from the work in all grades. In 
addition to more formal reading, emphasis should be 
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placed upon the silent reading of even a larger list of 
books and upon the training of the child to accurately 
and in correct language reproduce the content of the 
printed page. This serves the double purpose of facility 
in reading and of applied language training. 

Standard scale tests in reading, prepared by Pro- 
fessor Adams of Plymouth Normal School, were given in 
all eight grades. While the average results from these 
tests showed improvement, a large proportion of pupils 
from all grades were below the standard in both speed 
and comprehension. 

In the grammar grades in addition to the study of 
United States history considerable time was given to 
the background of American history, including the 
earlier racial history of the, wstulss contributing to 
modern civilization. 

Arithmetic in the primary grades, was taught prin- 

cipally from the blackboard and without the use of text- 
books or answer lists. For the moral value of the 
pupil’s training in self reliance and habits of accuracy 
simple proof methods of checking results were taught 
and insisted upon. 
Stress was placed on the practice of personal 
hygiene, on the relation of the individual to the health 
of the community, and on the menace of alcoholics and 
narcotics. : 

Thrift and patriotism as civic duties were interpret- 
ed. through classroom exercises, current history and 
biography, home garden projects in response to the gov- 
ernor’s appeal, and by the participation of the pupils in 
the public exercises of Memorial Day. 


Extension Activities 


Foremost among these I wish to mention the medi- 
cal inspection of the pupils and teachers by Dr. Lloyd 
H, Cogswell. This inspection was made possible large- 
ly through the funds of the Red Cross. 
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Fully as important as the inspection is the need of 
follow up work, which is not included in the duties of 
the inspecting physician. During the long summer 
vacation the largest number of corrective treatments 
can usually be secured.

Through the generosity of the parents and other 
residents, utensils were provided for the Bashan and 
Putney Hill schools, and hot cocoa or stew or other dish 
containing a large proportion of milk was served to the 
pupils during the winter to supplement their cold 
lunches. The pupils shared in c@ntributing materials. 
Through the effort of Miss Batchelder a two-burner 
blue-flame stove was purchased for the Putney Hill 
school. Mr. Mayette and the pupils of the Bashan 
school contributed the janitor’s fees for the spring term 
to bé used for similar extension purposes. Community 
service of this type adds not only to the comfort but also 
to the physical and mental efficiency of the children in 
numerous cases. The superintendent wishes to express 
to the parents and other residents his appreciation and 
that of the pupils and teachers. 

- More than a third of the school children reepended 
to the governor’s appeal ‘to plant and care for a simple 
home garden project. In some cases these represented 
almost the entire care of the family garden and would 
have reflected credit on much older gardeners.

Buildings and Equipment 


The schoolrooms at Bashan and Putney Hill have 
adequate heating and lighting facilities for the number 
of pupils in attendance. 

At Bashan the woodshed is -in need of immediate 
repairs. The toilets have been separated but have 
never been completed. A single chemical toilet such 
as 1S now in use in several of.our rural schools could be 
located in one end of the long front entry and convenient- 
ly entered from the schoolroom. | 

At Corser Hill the inadequate heating, lighting and 
ventilating facilities are a distinct menace to the health 
and efficiericy of the school children. The three hundred 
dollars appropriated by your district at the regular 
‘meeting last March should be sufficient to secure the ° 
most needed, improvements. I deeply regret that the 
contract placed last August for the installation of an 
adequate heating and ventilating sysem has not been 
met. In this the largest rural school in the Union Dis- 
trict some pupils are necessarily seated at desks in the 
two middle rows most distant from the windows. At all 
seasons of the year these boys and girls are subjected to 
eye strain while in school., This makes the addition of 
window space of prime importance. ‘Two chemical 
toilets would also add much to the sanitary conditions.
